Von Bernhardi has given consider 
Able space in his book to the United: 
‘States. lie thinks that. this country 
should fight England and that the 
United States is making a great mis 
take in its advocacy of peace and. ar- 
bitration’ treaties, althaugn he excuse 
ed the policy on the ground of tre 
mendous population, in accessibility 
and in exhaustible resources, which 0 
believes responsible for a “fancied” 
security. 

With his characterfattc aptness the 
author bas in his work hit squarely on 
a problem which has been agitating 
the United States for some time, and 
which was the subject of the presi- 
dent's message recently—the question 
of preparedness. On this subject von 
Bernhardi has no illusions. Without 
any particular reference to the United 
States, he says: 

“The greatest crime that can be 
committed/againi: a nation is the ne 
glect of its armed power and the di- 
minution of its armed forces, When 
army and navy are negleotc or lose 
prestige, the national organism sick 
ens.” 

Wizard as he has been in foresee- 
ing events in Europe, von Bernhardt 
reveals one mistake in his new book. 
Urging war upon the Entente powers, 
“although it may lead to war similar 
to the Seven Years’ War,“ he predict- 
ed that there would be delay in the 
sending jo the Continent of an B 
lish expeditionary force, He based h 
belief in the crushing of France. and 
the simplifying of Germany’s task to 
a very large extent on this. At the 
same time he says unhesitatingly that 
if all the powers of the entente > 
should attack Germany at the same 
time —whieh is what has happened 
Germany “may meet defeat and heavy 
and terrfuls times.”
